This single line flashed from the 
Government 
wireless 
station

Sunday notified Russia and the world 
of the funeral of the revolutionist. In 
letters of white on a black background 
the same line hung above Lenine’s 
body in the Hall of Union*, where the 
impressive and exotic .services took 
place.

Then Came the funeral music of re­ 
quiem, followed by the “Internation­ 
ale,” a fte r which, when the orchestra 
had finished the revolutionary dirge, 
it wjis sung bv all in the hall, while 
th e 'soldiers, even outside the hall and 
in the passages, stood at attention. 
One had a curious feeling th ai one 
was present a t the founding of a new 
religion. 
There were no speeches. 
The silence was absolute. 
The only 
tarring note was given by a solitary 
anti-religious fanatic, 
who wandered 
wild-eyed about the outskirts of the 
crpwd with a long red scarf hung 
about him like the garm ent of an of­ 
ficiating priest, and with a Communist 
manifesto printed on a card and fa st­ 
ened on his breast. 
No one among 
the mourners had eyes for him ami 
he presently wandered out of the ball. 
Out Into Freezing Air 
A fter the dirge the lid of the coffin, 
of red silk and with three windows on 
the top and side, was placed on the 
coffin and all except the guard of hon­ 
or and tile chief mourner* walked 
silently out into the 
freezing air, 
where the sudden teriffie cold struck 
one like a blow. 
The mourners waited for the coffin 
and fell in behind it. 
The cold was 
such that only a very few with m atted 
hair were able to remove their fur 
caps. 
The people walked with hands 
at salute, but presently they found 
oven that impossible. 
They walked 
between lines of soldier*, each one 
with his helmet, face and shoulders 
veiled in hoar , f rost from

MOTORIST MUST 
WATCH HIS STEP 


Highway 
Department Will Be 
More Strict In Future Con­ 
cerning Drivers. 


H arrisburg—“In 
the 
m atter 
of 
violations of the automobile laws the 
State Highway departm ent hereafter 
will lean away from leniency rather 
than toward it,” said Paul I). W right, 
Secretary of Highways. 
“Violations of the law havu been 
winked a t too frequently,” continued 
Mr. W right. 
“H ereafter the State 
Highway departm ent will revoke cr 
suspend drivers’ 
licenses fa r more 
numerously than in the past. 
The 
revocations 
and 
suspensions 
will 
come not only because 
drivers 
are 
convicted in the courts, but will be 
ordered in all cases of reckless driv­ 
ing and those accidents which show 
carelessness on the 
part 
of 
motor 
vehicle operators. 
When these cases 
are brought to our attention we will 
make an immediate investigation and, 
if the facts w arrant, licenses will be 
revoked for the period of one year— 
or suspended.” 
During 1923 less than 500 drivers* 
licenses were revoked outright and 
only about 475 persons were black­ 
listed. lr other words, only ©ne driv­ 
er 
in 
every 
thousand 
licensed in 
Pennsylvania 
was 
penalized, 
while 
violations of the motor laws occur­ 
red by scores of thousands. 
“Among 
other 
things,” said Mr. 
W right, “we are going to watch the 
newspapers 
of 
Pennsylvania 
and 
every time we see mention of an ac­ 
cident, or every time 
we 
read 
of 
reckless driving, we are immediately 
going to put our motor patrolmen on 
the job and make an investigation. 
Upon what they tell us will depend 
the action taken. When inform ations 
are made before m agistrates charg­ 
ing drivers with having been intox­ 
icated, we shall suspend the licenses 
immediately pending the outcome of 
the case in court, instead of perm it­ 
ting the driver to operate until his 
case is disposed of. 
“The drivers 
of automobiles are 
presumed to know the laws and the 
rules of the road. 
If they do not it 
is their own fault and if because of 
some violation of the motor law they 
lose their licenses they have none to 
blame but themselves. 
The time is 
here to stop pussyfooting with these 
fellows, 
and 
see 
what an enforced 
vacation from the driving wheel will 
do for them .” 
Motor patrolmen are now punching 
the cards of drivers, thus indicating 
that they have been warned against 
violations of 
the 
law. 
When 
the 
patrolmen 
again 
pick 
up 
drivers 
whose 
cards 
are 
punched 
drastic 
action will follow.

Moscow, Jan. 28.—Moscow’s mourn­ 
ing a t the bier of Lcnine, prolonged 
a day by postponement of the funeral 
services from Saturday to Sunday, 
became a vast and solemn spectacle. 
The number of those passing the 
laxly of the premier reached the 400,- 
000 murk Friday 
afternoon.

procession still retained its impressive 
solemnity, but was beginning to take 
on the inevitable characteristics of all 
big public gatherings. 
Vendors of 
black and red boutonnieres, portraits 
of Lenine, biographies, armbands and 
even sandwiches were crying their 
wares to the queues within shouting 
range of the great hall, while at a 
nearby com er 
an 
enterprising 
lad 
sold phonograph records of Lenine’s 
speeches. 
Inside the building a tiny easel set 
Up within arm ’s length of the body was 
used by artist after artist in sketch­ 
ing for future paintings or sculpture,
